While the 1919-20 budget was presented to Parliament in August of last year 
it has been tabled over since, and the year 1919 closed with no budget having 
been agreed upon, There is still no sign of it being considered by the en 
and, according to Portugese law, the Minister of Finance is expected to plac 
before the Chamber of Deputies during the first 15 days of Januery, his Os tota 
pepo sbb next years budget. 

The new budget has been presented, and the peculiar situation exists of the 
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1920-21 budget beng presented to the Chambers before the 1919-20 budget has 
been disposed of. The Government is therefore, faced with three courses of 
action; either to consider the last year's budget, the new budget, or the two 
budgets together, 


Should the first be followed, it is probable that the fiscal year will close 

before the discussion of the 1919-20 budget is completed, f the new budget 
is considered, last year's expenditures will need to be regulated in some manner 
other than by a budget, and if -oth together are considered, the existing con- 
fusion in Portugese finance would be increased. 
Looking for the moment at the figures of the new budget it is seen that 
the general expenditure of the Government is estimated at 284,679,251 Escudos 
and that the estimated revenue stands at 119,615,513 Escudos. The calculated

This procedure might be excused if any real attempt was made toward economy 
in Government expenditures. The true immorality of the procedure, however, is 
seen when it is considered that/each of the recent Cabinets has been paying 
its way to an overwhelming extent by tho issue of paper money. This issue of 
paper has gone on with an extraordinary and increasing rapidity. Certain 
figures for October and part of November 1919 nave been published.

It is true that with the growing trade of Portugal a larger medium df cir- 

E culation is needed than was the case before the war, but tho rate of issue has 
far outstretched the normal need of the country. Figures have recently been 
published showing the exaggeration of the paper issue merely from the point 
of view of the need of an exchange medium. It appears that even at the end of 
1918 when the issue of notes reached 275,000,000 Escudos, 186,000, 000 Escudos 
were on deposit in only eight of the more important banks in Lisbon. 

In my Despatch No. 515 referred to above, figures were given showing the 
average yield over the last fowr peace years of the various classes of revenue 
among the »rincipal Governmental Departments on the basis of tho undiscussed 
budget of 1919-20, 

A comparison of this undiscussed budget and the new budget recently presented 
to the Chambers on the basis of these figures show the following: 

General expenditures of the State for the fiscal year 1920-21 is fixed at 
254,679,000 Escudos, being composed of 185,809,000 Escudos under the head of 
Ordinary Expenditures and 48,869,000, under the head of Extraordinary Expenditure. 

The Revenue, as above stated, is a calculated at 119,615,000 Escudos 
being composed of 105,024,000 Escudos Ordinary Revenue and 14,591,000 Escudos 
Extraordinary Revenue. These figures giving as stated a deficit of 115,065,000

These estimates compared with the 1919-20 figures show tie following

The Republican Guard is to cost 17,837,000 Escudos. The Ministry of War is to 
e be allowed 39,291,000 Escudos, the Ministry of llarino 21,827,000 and the Fiscal 
guard under the Ministry of Finance 4,545,000 Escudos. 

Those figures show the increasing stress that the Government, because of 
its lack of prestige, its loss of authority and its inability through its effect 
on public opinion to enforce a sense of duty and discipline among the people, 
must place on the armed forces of the country. s to the effect of this armed 
force on the development of the comtry I refer again to my Despatch No. 515. 

From a political point of view therefore, these figures are of particular 
interest as showing the present position of the country as an orderly and pro- 
gressive state. They show only too clearly the result of the constant quarrels 
of the various political factions in Portugal who are self seeking in the ex- 
treme and completely lacking in patriotism and desire for а sound Government in 
the country. It should be added that aš a result of each crisis, whether this 
be of a revolutionary nature in the sense of an appeal to force, or whether it 
be in the nature of the change of Government through factious influence in the 
Chambers, the change of Ministry has brought es a consequence the inevitable 
émployment of an additional army of Goverment employees who swell the costs

I have had occasion to refer in previous despstohos to the economic con- 
dition of the country aside from the question of Govermnent finance and a com- 
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parison of this condition and the Government's position in finance will show 
hat even as sound as the country is economically, or rather could be, in spite 
of the inflated currency and the adverse balance of trade against it, there can 
be no possible justification for the Government squandering money to the above 
extent. It is only after a careful examination of these figures that the real 
Situation can be ascertained. The rate of exchange while bad on its face, would 
be infinitely worse if the Government did not maintain it at a fictitious value 
by various regulations, such as the import restrictions touched upon in my 
Despatch Но. 570 of March 4th and the control of the purchase of foreign drafts 
by the consortium of bankers in Lisbon also noted in this Despatch. 

A large importer and exporter has referred to the extreme difficulty of 
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$ restriction on the purchase of foreign drafts was of such a nature as in many 
cases as to preclude business al together. He instanced the case of his own firm 
who have certain industrial properties in Portugal and who desired to remit to 
England an amount of 200,000 pounds. He told me that he approached the banker's 
committee in Lisbon requesting permission to buy a draft for this amount. The 
Committee forwarded his application to the Government and in due course he was 
issued permission to purchase this money. When he presented himself to the 
banks, however, they informed him they were unable to sell him the sum he wished 
and told him he forsaw little improvement in business conditions under these 
conditionse 
Since my Despatch No. 515 of Sentember 1, 1919, the condition of the 
Govermment finance has become steadily worse and with the concession of the 
Government to the State Railway employees 2nd with the probable concessions 
they will have to make to the demands of the civil servants now on strike 
as reported in my Despatch 571, of March 6th, the Goverment must face still 
further heavy outlays of a financial nature.

` Innocencio Camacho, Governor of the Bank of Portugel, Henrique Mendonga, Director 
e of the.Banco Nacional Ultramarino and Dr. Almada, Secretary of the same bank. 
During and after lunch he discussed with me the financial situation in 
general, Dr. Ulrich stated that his bank and his friends associated with him 
in the management of that institution and Mr. Camacho with the bank of which he 
is at the head, would Like to get in touch with a group of American financiers 
for the development of Portuguese-Amorican trade and commerce. 
4s the Banco Ultramarino is about to establish an agency in New York, 
I suggested that in my judgment such an arrangement could be brought about 
through their representative in New York. Further, I took the liberty of

saying to them that if this wes done, the Department of State would assist 
so far as possible, the Portuguese bankers in completing such an arrangement / 


as the United States Government stood ever willing to help Portugal, the Govern- 
ment and the people. 

If this should ever come to the attention of the State Department, I

Before the writer left London in September, 1930, 
a number of international bankers in that city, ata 
bank director's lüncheon at which he ΜΉ, ΜΝ called 
his attention to the alleged prejudice to business and 
banking interests by the issuance by the Banco Nacional 
Ultramarino, & Portuguese Bank which previously had issued 
only paper money in Escudos, of Pound Sterling Paper Notes, 
nich the said Bank subsequently declared to be unconverti- 
ble into gold. 

On looking into this matter at the first opportunity 
which presented itself after my arrival here, it was as- 
certained that by a decree of the Portuguese Government 
published in the Diaric do Governo N9 79 of November 7, 
1905, the Bank was authorized to issue such notes to the 


insignificant sum of £50,000. For years, and up to only 


a few months ago, this Bank always had gold enough on hand

to redeem these notes with coin whenever they were present- 
ed at ihe counter; and all went well until one day when the 
Bank found itself without gold and consequently unable to 
change the said notes for gold. 

The writer, however, has been informed on most exce- 
llent autnority, that the said Bank issued a much larger 
amount of these paper notes than it was authorized to, and 
that the actual issue was aporoximately a quarter of a million. 

Notices just at hand from Lourengo Marques and publish- 
`ed in one of the Lisbon daily newspapers, go to show that 
the Banco Nacional Ultramarino, is now redeeming these no- 
tes with gold, at the same time restricting their circula- 
tion, and the "Seculo" has just published an article to the 
effect that the^Commercial Association (Chamber of Commerce) 
of Lourenço Marques, Mogam pique, nas addressed to the High 
Commissioner of Mozambique, who at the moment is in Lisbon 
receiving instructions, a strong remonstrance against this 
action of the Bank, which they allege, is only making the fi- 
nancial situation there worse instead of better.

According to the last evidence, as 
shown in Mr. Foxon's letter, there seems no question 
but that Waterlows were deceived by these forged orders, 
but their negligence in this matter seems absolutely 
extraordinary. It simply goes to prove that they are 
not in any sense a bank note house, which is proved by 
the fact that they do not specialize in security work, 
as we do. We have cabled Mr. Foxon, asking him to 
let us have some of these spurious notes, and, as soon 
as they come to hand, I will send you one for you to 
compare with a good note. The only difference seems 
to be in the imprint - the spurious note having an 
extra comma, which, if Waterlows were acting in good 
faith, when they printed these notes, seems very exira- 
ordinary. 

We have had cables from Mr. Foxon, asking that all 
letters to and from the Bank of Portugal be sent down to 
him, and these have gone in charge of Hales.. I suppose 
Foxon wants to prove to the Bank that, as far as we are 
concerned, everything is in order, and, as you know, we 
have nothing whatever to hide, as all orders we have 
received from them have been balanced, and certificates 


have been sent to the Bank.

You will notice that there is some talk of counter 


suits, but I should imagine that Waterlows would be 

very ill advised to bring any action against the Bank, 

because they certainly seem to have been culpably 

negligent in this matter.

My dear Boss, 

About 3 a.m. on Sunday the Governor and Vice Governor 
were arrested, as one of the prisoners had stated that he 
had handed two boxes to the Venezuelan: Minister to bring 
into Portugal from England, and had asked him to keep them 
at his house until he himself was able to return; being 
on a diplomatic passport, they came through without examination. 
When the Police examined the boxes at the Minister's house, 
they contained 500 Escudos notes in Wäterlows' wrappings and 
l&bels, etc. When the police showed these things to Camacho 
and Gomez, they were so nervous that the Police thought that 
they knew something and arrested them. The President ordered 
their release and dismissed the Chief of Police for his action. 
Later he re-instated the Chief of Police and ask d someone else 
to represent the Government at the Bank of Portugal, so Camacho 
is out. It is stated that he gave a letter of recommendation 
to the chief of the gang, Alves dos Reis, for business in 
England, but he, Camacho, states this is a forgery!! 

I confirm my telegram of last night, and thank you for 
yours re paper, - I will see to it today. 

The first elementery laws of Security Printing have been 
omitted with disastrous results. It would appear that Alves 
dos Reis turns up at Waterlow & Sons with letters of 
recommendation and contracts for notes of 500 Escudos, which 


are to be printed for and on behalf of the Banco d'Angole e

Metropole. He then states that the business is important 
and most secret, that the notes are to be handed over in 
London, as they are to be used in the Colonies, etc., atc., 
but everything is in order as the Governor, and Vice Governor 
of the Bank an ex Minister of Finance, Commissioner of Angola 
&nd other signatures are on the Contract, but Waterlows are 
not suspicious of such a Contract for 300,000 notes, re- 
presenting £1,500,000? No! That they are asked to deliver 
in London is nothing! That the numbers are repétitions is 
nothing!!! They do the whole thing without even asking their 
agent to go to the Bank and ask the Governor if all is in 
order (of course, that would heve meant paying Walker a 
commission for an order taken in Lisbon). So the whole thing 
goes on, until, as I have already said, a Paper gets on its 
hind legs and sniffs too much süccess in too little time, and 
the Cashiers at the Bank of Portugal see duplicate numbers. 
This should push Waterlows off the list of Printers allowed 
to do work for New York. What it will mean here for us, as 
yet I do not know. Now that everything is exposed, I suppose 
Cazal will not be afraid to talk with me, and I shall, of course, 
go in and see Pereira. We are, of course, no further ahead in 
our campaign of local watermarks as against all-over, but think 
what a magnificent control it is for the Bank to order the 
paper from one place and the notes from another, giving & 


double check. I think it is necessary, Silva, the liar, told

me the paper was controlled! I am going to ask Pereira 
if in future he will be good enough to initial one copy 
of the Schedule each month, and tell him that it is for the 
Bank's protection. 

I am hoping to be able to do something now it is known 
absolutely what has happened. I don't look on Sir William as 
the victim of circumstances, but as the head of a damn badly 
run business. I should think we shall never have another 
murmur from our City clients about delivery of spares or 
duplicate numbered documents after this. I do hope it is

Waterlow) the Bank, for no really valid reason, wanted to have 
the position of the numbers rearranged in such way as to have 
one in the upper, the other in the lower, half? of the note. 
This had given me the opportunity to demonstrate the value of 
our nunbers and their well considered localization as an aid 
to detecting counterfeits. The Bank of Portugal incident 
naturally gave strong weight to our contention. 


The duplication of numbers by Messrs. Waterlow is most 
interesting to me, personally, because it recalls the possible 
duplication of numbers practised by Messrs. Waterlow in Guatemala 
when they imitated our Banco Americano notes. Evidence of this, 
collected by me last year, is in your safe. In view of the 
duplication of Bank of Portugal numbers by Messrs. Waterlow, 
indicating a propensity for this kind of work, you may wish, 
fortified by the Banco de Portugal incident, to take some further 
steps in the Banco Americano de Guatemala matter.

most elementary commonsense would not lead us to ask for an explanation of the incomprehensible 
credulity which was given to them. Let us put on one side for the moment the actual respect 
which we have for the persons themselves; let us put on one side the expert examination which 
had to inevitably reveal the falsity of the signatures: it sufficed to read carefully once through 
the dossier published to come to the conclusion that the personages implicated as having signed 
the documents, aware as they are of the methods usually adopted in matters of fiduciary issues, 
could not have logically arrived at the belief that, with such documents before it, there could be 
a bank note manufacturer who would execute such an unusual order and who would proceed with 
such notable want of caution. . . . . Let us look at the dossier. 


Would the Bank of Portugal make a contract with the province of Angola for an issue of 
notes to circulate in that province without the intervention in that contract of the Banco Nacional 
Ultramarino, which has the sole privilege of making such note issues? 


Would the Bank of Portugal be likely to have a contract signed simultaneously by its 
Governor and its Vice-Governor, seeing that the latter, by the mere nature of his functions as a 
deputy, would only sign in the absence of the first, and when the Bank is only represented by its 
Governor or by its Vice-Governor, or by two Directors exercising by delegation their powers, and 
never by the Governor and Vice-Governor jointly ? 


Again, the circumstance that the Vice-Governor appears in the declared quality of Director 
alters somewhat the rule above-mentioned, it being certain that never would the Governor sign 
documents with an isolated Director? 


Moreover, was it not already stated and re-stated that all correspondence on matters of 
orders for bank notes was to be invariably signed by two Directors and never by the Governor, 
even singly? 


And again, did not the firm which supplied the unauthorised notes know very well that all 
correspondence with the Bank, at the firm's own suggestion, had, since 1923, always been written 
in Portuguese, which is not the case as regards the forged correspondence? And did not this fact 
cause any astonishment or doubt on their part? 


And again, is there any letter paper of the Bank bearing the title ‘‘ Gabinete do Governador 
Particular (Office of the Governor, Private)? And the Bank's own authentic letters received 
by this same firm, did they at any time have the initials of the signatories or the employees who 
wrote them (I/C V/R appears on the forged letters), whilst on the contrary throughout its 
correspondence respecting the notes the Bank had followed the system of having the letters 
initialled by the chief of the respective services, such initialling never coinciding with the second 
initials produced? 


Again, is there any precedent for a Bank of Issue handing over to anybody the free disposal 
of notes printed with all the characteristics which permit of their being current all over the world, 
as if they were mere ordinary printed matter without any value? 


Moreover, is there any Governor of a Bank who could write to a note manufacturer that a 
contract made with no matter whom is a sufficient authority to relieve of all responsibility any 
printer, when, in the presence of this contract and without an order from the Bank, this manu- 
facturer sets about printing the official money of the country? 


And again, is it not obvious that the actual contracts presented showed one curious detail— 
that they bear two dates : on the one hand that they were made and signed on the 6th November 
1924 and on the other hand the notary testifying that the signatures had been affixed in front 
of him on the 25th of the same month of the year? 


And again, were not the repeated orders, confidential and secret as they were, such as to 
suggest the sending to see the Board of the Bank on this occasion, more than on any other, of 
the representative of the printing firm, seeing that he had been constantly backwards and forwards 
to Lisbon before, so as to personally satisfy himself of the genuineness of an order made abso- 
lutely in a way different from the usual? 


And again, what about the astounding order to duplicate the numbers of existing notes, 
which no banknote manufacturer worthy of the name should ever dream of—was not this a more 
than sufficient reason for preventing it entering into the imagination of anybody who knew the 
a.b.c. of bank note manufacture any shadow of an idea that such an order could be executed 
without the most exhaustive enquiries? 


And again, the mere statement about the surcharge to be put on the notes by the High 
Commissioner of Angola—is it a reason for supposing that such a duplication should not call 
forth suspicion, seeing that the notes leave the manufacturer without this surcharge and further 


that the notes have simultaneous circulation in Angola and in Lisbon, and in addition are dated 
in Lisbon? 


And again, after the presentation of the supposed contracts, which limit to a definite figure 
the circulation supposedly authorised, is a simple letter suflicient to put in hand a second issue 
which raises the circulation far above the said figure, without it being expected that a justifiable 
query should put a speedy end to the carrying out of the fraud? 


And again, what use do contracts serve? 


And again, could there be maintained in secret, such as is suggested in the order in ques- 
tion, an issue of notes, if they, in the end, were different from all others, seeing that in Angola 
there have not been in circulation up to the present any notes of the Bank of Portugal, and seeing 
that in Lisbon these notes are not in circulation with the announced surcharge “Angola "? And 


seeing that up to the present, as we repeat, there has not been withdrawn from the Banco Nacional 
Ultramarino its privilege of issue? 


And again, how was the redemption of the notes to be carried out, with their circulation 


in Angola and in Lisbon, with each number and serie printed on two notes absolutely similar one 
to the other? 


No! 


Never could anyone with the most elementary knowledge of the matter suppose that the 
documents presented were sufficient authority to execute an order for notes. 


On every side its falsity appears as the most clumsy of mystifications. Where could one 
find a Manager of a Bank of Issue, knowing well the precautions ordinarily adopted in such 
delicate matters, who could imagine that without a shadow of hesitation, such as would be fatal 
to the carrying out of his designs, a bank note manufacturer would set about the manufacturing 
of duplicated notes, which would, moreover, have an accessory circulation in a region where the 
Institution which was making the pretended order had not the privilege of issuing notes? And 
this without saying anything about any of the other extraordinary features of the astounding 
document produced. 


It would be necessary to be entirely ignorant of the scruples ordinarily employed by the 
bank note making industry, which were, by a piece of stupendous bad luck, put absolutely on one 
side, to suppose that such an order might, in the normal course, be put into execution: as if a 
bank note manufacturer were a manufacturer of ordinary goods who would carry out, without 
any precautions, the first order which came along? 


As if a bank note manufacturer had not as the very first of his obligations, that of being 
acquainted with the legislation which regulates the paper issues of the country for which he is 
producing notes! As if a bank note manufacturer had not the strict obligation of scrupulously 
taking care to obtain a guarantee of the authenticity of his orders! As if a bank note manu- 
facturer could make, without any query, duplicated notes and notes which would circulate in 
regions where the pretended customer had notoriously no privilege of issue, nor even exclusive 
delegations! As if a bank note manufacturer had not the duty of opposing, even when the order 
might ostensibly bear all the guarantees of its authenticity, the production of a circulating medium 
which would inevitably tend to a discredit, seeing that there cannot circulate anywhere two notes 
with the same number, and seeing that a Bank can only issue notes in regions where they have 


legal currency ! 


An impression was made on many people by the details which were sent to the manufac- 
turing firm in the supposed letter from the Governor of the Bank of Portugal and respecting the 


schedule of signatures. 


In the first place this schedule of signatures never, in any one of the authentic orders given 
by the Bank, was sent as forming part of the text of the letter in which the order was given, for 
the simple reason that the Bank could not risk the possible going astray of one single missive 
containing so important and definite a secret. 


In the second place this schedule was not only a matter of knowledge to the Bank of 
Portugal. It was known to the manufacturing firm, seeing that it was a repetition of the notes 
already made. And it was a matter perfectly well known to the persons who represented this 
firm, one of whom transmitted it in his own hands from Lisbon to London as the official and 


authentic order. 
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Bank of Portugal. 


In connection with my recent visit to Lisbon, 
the following facts will be of great interest to you. 
You will remember that about two years ago 
Messrs. Waterlows obtained an order from the Bank of 
Portugal for 600,000 notes of 500 Escudos and 8,000,000 
notas of 2% Escudos. The high value notes were de- 
livered first, and carried, without the Bank's consent, 
e Messrs. Waterlow & Sons' imprint, in black lettering 
on the white margin at the bottom of the note, free 
from all other work. the newspapers in Lisbon im- 
mediately called attention to this fact, and were 
surprised to find that the Bank was having notes printed 
abroad. You will recall that during the whole of our 
business relations with this Bank we have never been 
allowed our imprint, mainly because it was supposed 


that the notes were printed in the country, and also 


because many of the vignettes employed were engraved

It would æ pear that, mainly 


owing to the fact that a liitle gang of crooks realised 

where the notes were printed, a plot was hatched to place 

another order with Waterlows, with forged documents, for 

a reprint of 600,000 notes of exactly the same type. 

The forged documents were of such a nature as to induce 

Waterlows to believe that the Bank, on behalf of the 

Government, had contracted with another Bank, called the 

Banco d'Angola e Metropole, for an issue of notes to be 

circulated in the colony of Angola, to relieve the 

currency stringency in that colony. the forged TRIS 

carried the supposed signatures of ihe Governor and vice 

Governor of the Bank and the High Comnissioner of Angola. | 
these documents were presented by hand, and it was explained 
at the time of handing over that the whole matter must be 
treated as a state secret for the time being. Waterlow 
addressed a letter to the Governor of the Bank, asking for 
confirmation, but this letter was intercepted, either in 
London or in Lisbon, and a forged reply was sent, together 
with the necessary numbering and signatures. The numbering 
and signatures were an exact duplication of the first issue 
prepared by Waterlow. The work was put in hand, and the 


first delivery made in London to a man of Dutch origin, who

was supposed to be one of the parties to the original 
contract between the Bank of Portugal and the Banco 
d'Angole e Metropole. I heard from the British Consul, 
whom I interviewed, thet Weterlows protested against 
this delivery, but were informed that the notes would 
be overprinted with the word "Angola" at the Bank of 
Portugal. the notes were smuggled into Portugal in 
various ways, ana, in one case at least, the Venezuelan 
Government's Ambassador in Lisbon was asked if he would 
take two cases of private documents into Lisbon, and keep 
them at his house until they were called for by the Bank 
of Angola. The first delivery was made in February of 
this year, and soon after operations were really started 
by the bank, as a bank, in Oporto and other cities, and 
in July a very fine building was taken over in Lisbon 
itself to carry on operations. One newspaper, the "O 
Seculo", seems to have had some misgivings as to the 
operations of this Bank, owing to the names appearing on 
its directorate being those of men unknown as bankers, 
but known hitherto as having at least shady reputations. 
this paper entered into a campaign of criticism, and 
kept on enquiring as to where the Bank obtained its 
original funds from. How wes it being so successful 


that it could acquire interests in most of the leading

businesses? How was it that, with trade so bad gen- 

erally, these people appeared to be making such enormous 

strides in Portugal itself and in the colonies? Most 

of its business appeared to be in the north of Portugal, 

where they discounted Brazilian cheques and re-sold them 
9 in Lisbon. At last a Bank Manager in the north of 
Portugal discovered that he had a tremendous number of 
500 Bscudos notes being paid in, and found that, in two 
or three cases, the numbering had been duplicated. He 
appears to have communicated with the newspapers as well 
ag with his Head Office. As soon ss the Bark of Portugal 
reelised that there was duplicate numbering on the market, 
the police were informed, and the directors and managers, 
both in Lisbon and Oporto, were placed under arrest, end 
the "О Seculo" came out with an edition on the same day, 
asking "Is it with good or with false notes that this 
Bank conducts its business?". 

The Bank of Portugal inmediately posted notices 
that the 500 Escudos, Vasco de Gama, issue was being 
withdrawn from circulation, and that they would honour 
all such notés. Of course, there was an immediate run 
on the Bank with these notes, which was met with 1000

notes, not issued hitherto, (also printed by us), which 
the Bank had at its disposal. 
I arrived in Lisbon three days after the discovery, 
and it was not known at the Bank whether the notes were 
forgeries, pure and simple, or whether they were a du- 
plication, and Waterlow was wired for. He took with 
him Mr. Rose, and photographic copies of the contracts 
received from the Bank. Before he arrived, the police 
had interrogated the directors of the Banco d'Angola, 
who stated that the notes were perfectly good, and had 
been agreed to, as an ——' by the Governor of 
the Bank of Portugal, and that the Venezuelan Minister 
had some cases of these notes in his house. The police 
asked the Governor and Vice-Governor to attend the opening 
of these cases, which they did, and, when it was found 
that they had certainly come from Waterlows, as the notes were 
wrapped up with Waterlows' labels, both the Governor and 
Vice-Governor were arrested, and it looked for some time 
as if the whole thing was an illegal inflation of currency, 
with the Bank's consent, but without the consent of the 
Government. However, an examination of the actual contracts, 
which were sent from London, by courrier, after Waterlow's 


arrival, proved that the signatures were all false, and the

Bank and its directors and Governor immune from all 
blame. As you have already heard, before I arrived 
an order had been placed with B.W. & Co. for the re- 
placement of those 500 Escudos notes. 

I interviewed one of the senior directors of the 
Bank, together with the Director in charge of the Bank 
note issues, and pointed out that a duplication of 
numbering, no matter at whose request, and no matter 
what the circumstances, was an illegal act, and that no 
such thing could possibly happen in 8 security house of 
any standing. They were quite alive to this fact, and 
intormed me that the matter was in the hands of the police, 
but that they would be very grateful if I would cable for 
somebody to bring down to Lisbon all our correspondence 
-with the Bank, to see that we had not received any forged 
letters in connection with our orders. These arrived 
and were gone through in my presence, naturally quite 
satisfactorily. 

Waterlow only had one interview with the Bank, as 
they refused to see him, unless ‘the police were present.

He left Lisbon on Monday, 
the 21st. On the 21st I again interviewed the Director 
in charge of the bank notes, and he assured me that, with 
the orders we had in nand and with their stocks, there 
would be no immediate necessity for going into the 
question of new designs, but that the question would be 
t&ken up after the close of their financial year, that 


is about the end of January, and I left on the 22nd. 


e At the first board meeting after the fact was 
established that the signatures were forgeries, the 
whole board of directors resigned, as a protest against 
the action of the police in arresting the Governor and 
Vice-Governor, and the latest reports show that they 
were re-elected, and that the Governor was welcomed 
back to the Bank with much enthusiasn.

qhe Bank of Portugal knows quite well that it has 
an action in England against W.& S. for demages, caused 
by the duplication of numbering, and for negligence, in 
not sending to the Bank a trusted official to question 
the verity of such ən amazing contract. Whether they 
will take action, or not, remains to be seen. They 
have in the Bank at the present moment 7,000,000 notes 
of 10 Escudos, and over 5,000,000 notes of 1000 Escudos 
in reserve, printed by Waterlows, but without an imprint, 
and other values are being printed by Waterlows. It is 
as yet undecided whether they will allow the completion 
of these contracts, or not, end whether they will issue 
the notes from stock, or not.

It is reported that these notes are in circulation 
to the extent of £ Sterling 1,000,000.Stop. Bank are 


bringing lawsuit against Waterlow Sons & Co.London for 
negligence. Fnd of quotation from telegram." 


We should like to point out to you that we consider this 
9 8 most serious matter and one which could hardly have happened in this 
company. 
Aside from accepting what seemed to be an official order 
for these notes, they have duplicated numbers. Should such instructions 
have come to us we would have insisted on a confirmation to duplicate num- 


‘bers. This would probably have been done by cable direct with the Bank 


and, of course, would have avoided the making of swh a gross error.

I may say that I have informed the Minister of Finance of the contents of 
your telegram of the 2ist.inst.;and have furnished the same information to all 
f the Bankers with whom we have had business relations. 
When I showed a translation of the pertinent part of the said telegram to 
the President of the Banco del Pichincha, Señor Jorge Cordovez, he said 
"That, as you know, is nothing new;I imagine you have heard ihe history of our 
former Banco de Quito, and of the gentleman who went to London on his ovn ac- 
count, giving it out that he was the representative of the said Bank, and who simi- 
larly obtained from the sane firm notes which he brought back with him in his 
trunks,the said notes only serving to enable him to purchase a large farm, and, 
incidentally, to bring about the failure of the Bank. You don't need me to name 
the gentleman, for you must have heard of him." 


I did not fail to call the attention of the Minister of Finance to the facts 
referred to, or to the question of the Papel Sellado manufactured by the same firm, 
and almost under identicallÿ the same circumstances. 


The details of the Panel Sellado matter I am trying to get from the Jefe de la 
Sección de Especies over his signature,for use by us in other countries. 


I shall be very glad to get the latest details in such form as to be able io 
have them published in the local papers, for the influence in favor of pààcing an 


order with Waterlow Sons & Co.,through their agents, the J. C. mite Co., is still 
strong. My previous letters will have informed you fully as to that.

SUMMARY OF DOCUMENT ISSUED BY THE 
BANK OF PORTUGAL, 
ANALYSING THE MATTER OF THE 
BANCO DO ANGOLA E METROPOLE 
AND THE UNAUTHORISED ISSUE OF 500 ESCUDOS NOTES 


The Bank claims that from the first 
moment on which their suspicions were roused, 
Which was in February last year, they have 
promoted and pursued constant enquiries with a 

| view to bringing the fraud to light. It was 
the management of the Bank and its Board who 

@ themselves gave instructions to one of their 
most able officials to assist the police with 
his technical and professional knowledge in their 
enquiries. It was this official, Sr. Luis 
Alberto de Campos e Sá, who discovered the 
duplication of the numbering of the notes. 
Ascertaining certain irregularities in the way 
in which they were put up, which differed from 
the usual practice at the Bank itself, and which 
roused his suspicion, that thereupon he took the 
notes to the Branch of the Bank of Portugal, made 
comparisons and thus found out the duplication of 
the numbering. Thus it is to the action of the 
Bank of Portugal and its administrators that is x 
due the discovery of the duplication of the notes 
found at Oporto. The Bank further claim that 
9 their enquiries were conducted with great 

promptitude and speed. The report goes on to 
express astonishment of the ungenerous attack made 
upon the Bank because it accepted and paid these 
unauthorised notes. They ask what confidence 
could have been expected in the other notes of the 
Bank of Portugal if they had not done this, which 
is what is done by all banks of issue even though 
they may &llege that the falsity is obvious and 
that the public has not t&ken the necessary 
precautions in &ecepting false notes. They also 
ask that there should be remembered the circumstances 
at the moment when they found themselves aware of 


this crime. They did not even Know how wide- 
spread it was: they supposed it was much more 
limited in its scope. They did not even know 
where the notes had been made, nor any of the 
facts which tod&y &re public knowledge. 


There follows & tremendous series of 
arguments against the firm who made the notes. 


Taking first the supposed contracts and 
letters as they were published, and independently 
from the expert examination of them - is not the 
mere perusal of these now famous documents 
sufficient to prevent any unjustified suspicions : 
as to the persons who are supposed to have signed 
them, and at the same time, having before us these 
documents, let us consider also whether the most 
elementary commonsense would not lead us to ask for 

@ an explanation of the incomprenensible credulity 
Which was given to them. Let us put on one side 
for the moment the actual respect which we have for 
the persons themselves; let us put on one side the 
expert examination which had to inevitably reveal 
the falsity of the signatures: it sufficed to read 
carefully once through the dossier published to 
come to the conclusion that the personages implicated 
as having signed the documents, aware as they are of 
the methods usually adopted in matters of fiduciary 
issues, could not have logically arrived at the 
belief that, with such documents before it, there 
could be a bank note manufacturer who would execute 
Such an unusual order and who would proceed with 
Such notable want of caution.....Let us look at the 
dossier..... 


Would the Bank of Portugal make a contract 
with the province of Angola for an issue of notes 
to circulate in that province without the inter- 
vention in that contract of the Banco Nacional 
Ultramarino, which has the sole privilege of making 
such note issues? 


Would the Bank of Portugal be likely to 
have & contract signed simultaneously by its 
Governor and its Vice-Governor, seeing that the 
latter, by the mere nature of his functions as a 
deputy, would only sign in the absence of the first, 


and when the Bank is only represented by its 
Governor or by its Vice-Governor, or by two 
Directors exercising by delegation their powers, 
and never by the Governor and Vice-Governor 
jointly? 


Again, the circumstanee that the Vice- 
Governor appears in the declared quality of 
Director alters somewhat the rule above-mentioned, 
it being certain that never would the Governor 
Sign documents with an isolated Director? 


Moreover, was it not already stated 
and re-stated that all correspondence on matters 
of orders for bank notes was to be invariably 
Signed by two Directors and never by the Governor, 
even singly? 


And again, did not the firm which supplied 
the unauthorised notes know very well that all 
correspondence with the Bank, at the firm's own 
Suggestion, had, since 1923, always been written 
in Portuguese, which is not the case as regards 
the forged correspondence? And did not this fact 
cause any astonishment or doubt on their part? 


And again, is there any letter paper of 
the Bank bearing the title "Gabinete do Governador 
Particular" (Office of the Govemor, Private)? 

And the Bank's own authentic letters received by 
this same firm, did they at any time have the 
initials of the signatories or the employees who 
wrote them (I/C V/R appears on the forged letters), 
whilst on the contrary throughout its correspondence 
respecting the notes the Bank had followed the 
System of having the letters initialled by the 

chief of the respective services, such initialling 
never coinciding with the second initials produced? 


Again, is there any precedent for a Bank 
of Issue handing over to anybody the free disposal 
of notes printed with all the characteristics which 
permit of their being current all over the world, 
as if they were mere ordinary printed matter without 
any value? 


Moreover, is there any Governor of a Bank 
who could write to a note manufacturer that a 


contract made with no matter whom is a sufficient 
authority to relieve of all responsibility any 
printer, when, in the presence of this contract 


and without an order from the Bank, this manufacturer 


Sets about printing the official money of the 
country? 


And again, is it not obvious that the 
actual contracts presented showed one curious 
det&il - that they bear two dates: on the one 
hand that they were made and signed on the 6th 
November1924 and on the other hand the notary 
testifying th&t the signatures had been affixed 
in front of him on the 25th of the same month of 
the year? 


And again, were not the repeated orders, 
confidential and secret as they were, such as to 
suggest the sending to see the Board of the Bank 
on this occasion, more than on any other, of the 
representative of the printing firm, seeing that 
he had been constantly backwards and forwards to 
Lisbon before, so as to personally satisfy himself 
of the genuineness of an order made absolutely in 
& way different from the usual? 


And again, what about the astounding 
order to duplicate the numbers of existing notes, 
Which no banknote manuf&cturer worthy of the name 
Should ever dream of - was not this a more than 
sufficient reason for preventing it entering into 
the imagination of anybody who knew the a.b.c. of 
bank note manufacture any shadow of an idea that 
such an order could be executed without the most 
exhaustive enquiries? 


. And again, the mere statement about the 
surcharge to be put on the notes by the High 
Commissioner of Angola - is it a reason for 
supposing that such a duplication should not call 
forth suspicion, seeing that the notes leave the 
manufacturer without this surcharge and further 
that the notes have simultaneous circulation in 
Angola and in Lisbon, and in addition are dated 
in Lisbon? 


And again, after the presentation of the 
supposed contracts, which limit to a definite 


figure the circulation supposedly authorised, is 

a simple letter sufficient to put in hand a second 
issue which raises the circulation far above the 
said figure, without it being expected that a 
justifiable query should put a speedy end to the 
carrying out of the fraud? 


And again, what use do contracts serve? 


And again, could there be maintained in 
secret, such as is suggested in the order in 
question, an issue of notes, if they, in the end, 
were different from all others, seeing that in 
Angola there have not been in circulation up to 
the present any notes of the Bank of Portugal, 
and seeing that in Lisbon these notes are not in 
circulation with the announced surcharge "Angola"? 
And seeing that up to the present, as we repeat, 
there has not been withdrawn from the Banco 
Nacional Ultramarino its privilege of issue? 


And again, how was the redemption of the 
notes to be carried out, with their circulation in 
Angola and in Lisbon, with each number and serie 
printed on two notes absolutely similar one to the 
other? 


No! 


Never could anyone with the most elementary 
knowledge of the matter suppose that the documents 
presented were sufficient authority to execute an 
order for notes. 


On every side its falsity appears as the 
most clumsy of mystifications. Where could one 
find a Manager of a Bank of Issue, knowing well the 
precautions ordinarily adopted in such delicate 
matters, who could imagine that without & shadow 
of hesitation, such as would be fatal to the 
carrying out of his designs, & bank note manufacturer 
would set &bout the manuf&cturing of duplicated notes, 
which would, moreover, have an accessory circulation 
in & region where the Institution which was making 
the pretended order had not the privilege of 
issuing notes? And this without saying anything 
&bout any of the other extraordinary features of 


the &stounding document produced. 


It would be necessary to be entirely 
ignorant of the scruples ordinarily employed by 
the bank note making industry, which were, by & 
piece of stupendous bad luck, put absolutely on 
one side, to suppose that such an order might, in 
the normal course, be put into execution: ás if 
a bank note manufacturer were a manufacturer of 
ordinary goods who would carry out, without any 
precautions the first order which came along? 


As if a bank note manufacturer had not 
as the very first of his obligations, that of being 
acquainted with the legislation which regulates the 
paper issues E the country for which he is 
producing notes As if a bank note manufacturer 
had not the strict obligation of scrupulously 
taking care to obtain a guarantee of the authenticity 
of his orders! As if a bank note manufacturer 
could make, without any query, duplicated notes and 
notes which would circulate in regions where the 
pretended customer had notoriously no privilege of 
issue, nor even exclusive delegations! As ifa 
bank note manufacturer had not the duty of opposing, 
even when the order might ostensibly bear all the 
guarantees of its authenticity, the production of 
a circulating medium which would inevitably tend 
to a discredit, seeing that there cannot circulate 
anywhere two notes with the same number, and seeing 
that a Bank can only issue notes in regions where 
they have legal currency! 


An impression was made on many people by 
the details which were sent to the manufacturing 
firm in the supposed letter from the Governor of 
the Bank of Portugal and respecting un Schedule 
of signatures. 


In the first place this schedule of 
Signatures never, in any one of the authentic 
orders given by the Bank, was sent as forming part 
of the text of the letter in which the order was 
given, for the simple reason that the Bank could 
not risk the possible going astray of one single 
missive containing so important and definite a 
secret. 


In the second place this schedule was 
not only & matter of knowledge to the Bank of 
Fortugal. It was known to the manufacturing 
firm, seeing that it was a repetition of the notes 
already made. And it was a matter perfectly well 
known to the persons who represented this firm, 
one of whom transmitted it in his own hands from 
Lisbon to London as the official and authentic 
order. 


It is opportune to repeat a terrible 
question which has already been put. 


Vas it the Bank of Portugal who approved 
the manufacture of the duplicated notes? 


Evidently not! 


The Bank of Portugal only &pproves notes 
Which, within its powers of circulation, it applies 
to its productive operations. And everybody 
knows by the weekly statements which the Bank 
publishes of its financial position that the total 
of these operations is well below that potential 
figure. The Bank would not therefore approve 
manifestly the notes which were unduly put into 
circulation in the country. 


On the other hand, is it not known by 
everybody that the swindlers made a heavy purchase 
of Shares of the Bank of Portugal, with the manifest 
design of securing its administrative positions and 
thus ensuring th&t when arrived the moment fe&red, 
when the notes would be redeemed, which was the 
moment when inevitably the fraud would be discovered, 
& complacent Board of Directors would not allow the 
compromising truth to be made known? 


Moreover the Bank of Portugal was the 
primal victim of the swindle. 


May we be allowed to ask further: was 
it the management of the Bank of Portugal or its 
Board of Directors who in any measure whatsoever 
supported or covered up the work of the criminals? 


For shame! We are almost ashamed to 
put forward & declaration in the negative. 


It was the management and the Board of the 
Bank of Portugal, as we h&ve already seen, who 
promoted the enquiries which led to the &stounding 
discovery of the duplicated notes: doing so of its 
own accord, spontaneously, pertinaciously and 
regardless of whatever indiscretions the result of 
the enquiries might compromise them. 


But there is more yet. 


When the Banco Angola e Metropole 
demanded to be admitted to compensation of cheques 
(cheque clearing), the Board of the Bank of Portugal, 
principally through the opposition of its Vice- 
Governor, persisted in not admitting them to this 
privilege. When to the Bank of Portugal there was 
made a simultaneous delivery of a big lot of shares 
as a deposit for representation at the General 
Meeting, amongst which there figured those of the 
Banco Angola e Metropole, it was again the Vice- 
Governor, in his faculty of Director of the 
Registrar's Department, who revealed the fact to 
the Board. 


When at the office of the Civil Government 
there were submitted to the representatives of the 
Bank invited there for that purpose the trunks which 
had come from the house of one of the prisoners, and 
which contained the false notes, it was the Vice- 
Governor who was responsible for the discovery as 
to the origin of these notes, noticing first that 
they came packeted in wrappings, on the labels of 
which appeared certain inscriptions which arrested 
his attention, so that he immediately thereafter 
came spontaneously to the Bank in order to take to 
the Court, accompanied by the confidential head of 
the Printing Department, a packet of notes from 
the same manufacturer of the notes of 500 Hscudos, 
verifying there and then at the Court that the 
inseriptions on the labels were the same as those 
which could be seen on the labels at the Bank. 

It w&s therefore the Vice-Governor himself who 

thus discovered the manufacturer who had unlawfully 
made this false issue, and that it was the same 
firm who had made the official issue. 


This is wnat it is essential should be 
stated once and for all. It is the truth and the 


whole truth. 


There are going to be actually accused 
two men who against the Banco Angola e Metropole, 
in the Bank of Portugal, by the special position 
which they occupied, had most opportunity of 
thwarting iis menoeuvres! 


Let us ask now as regards the false notes. 


From a simple perusal of the contracts, 
and independent of the honourability which is more 
than admitted of the persons, and independent of 
the examination of the experts, what is the 
conclusion? 


Is it for instance concluded that people 
with knowledge of what & note issue is could 
subscribe to & mystification as clumsy as it was 
infantile, and of which only the reversal of all 
elementary rules of prudence explains its 
acceptance and success? 


Or is it concluded that the sending of 
the schedules of signatures, never done in this way 
but in quite another way, which is within the 
knowledge of others, could be the work of persons 
so inconsiderately and unjustly accused? 


As for the plan pursued, does not it all 
point to what has already been deduced, that we 
are face to face with a vast plan to subvert 
society, with numerous ramifications, the object 
of which, the dirty communists, was just the 
destruction of the Banks of Issue with the design 
of making them bring about their own ruin with 
their own measures - notes destroying notes and 
their credit consequently being shipwrecked in the 
general chaos anticipated! 


Now let us come to the last part of our 
work, which is not the least terrible or the least 
mischievous of all this infernal business, of all 
this monstrous disaster, - the judicial enquiry 
which it was-supposed was being followed to arrive 
at the truth. 


It was a public calamity (almost as 
disastrous as the swindle itself) that at the 
head of the police investigations there should 
be, dominating them and directing them, the 
inconceivable incompetence of a man for whose 
actions the only attenuation which, with all 
our charity, we can imagine, must be sought for 
in the region of pathology. 


For that matter it is sufficient to 
see and to listen. 


Striding to and fro, using unbecoming 
language, bent double beneath the weight of a 
burden much beyond his powers, without a sense 
of either his own responsibilities, of the 
position which he occupies, nor of the convenience 
® or the honour of others. Saying to English people, 
according to his declaration, that in Portugal there 
were no honest commercial cases. Saying before 
prisoners that people actually at liberty are, in 
his eyes, seriously culpable. Coolly arresting 
high personages on the pretext of some question 
which never involved the shadow of a suspicion. 
Saying that he will destroy himself if the path 
he is pursuing is not the right one. Ärresting 
today and going tomorrow to dine at the house of 
one of his old prisoners. Releasing others on 
the strength of not being able to keep them in 
the prison to which he sent then. Making 
pretended captures only so as to truckle to a 
newspaper which put the news on its placard. 
Lunching in the middle of his investigations, and 
not in his private room, with persons of different 
© sex, nationality and circumstances, so that we 
have ladies in possession of judicial secrets and 
mysteries. Stating in front of several represen- 
tatives of a certain class, who listened to him 
amazed, that &ll this class - one of the most 
l&borious and productive - should be in gaol. 
Ordering to be se&ted &nyhow people of good class 
and gallows-birds in a pretended and unheard-of 
equality. And all this with outbursts, wild 
stares like a somnambulist, without desire to 
listen to what one told him, making little of 
documents, either not reading them or immediately 
forgetting &11 about them, possessed of one sole 
idea, that it is so because it must be so, and 
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without being deterred by the past record of 
other people, nor by improbability, nor by 
&bsurdity, nor by material or moral impossibility, 
from vexing and insulting the dignity of his 
fellow creatures, from offending justice, from 
discrediting the truth, from preventing evidence 
&ppearing and convincing everybody. 


And further, what investigations are 
these and to what end are they tending? 


What & travesty of justice! what a 
comedy! whose only dramatic touch is the harm 
so unjustly and irreparably caused! 


And again, is this the way to conduct 
the investigation of a crime of the magnitude 
of the present one? 


And letting the prisoners communicate 
with one another? 


And making searches in their houses only 
some days after they have been put in prison? 


And giving civic honours to those implicated 


in the swindle? 


And going to dine at the house of a 
prisoner released some days before? 


And admitting at lunch with him at the 
Court, in the middle of the investigations, the 
feminine and foreign members of the house where 
he lodges? 


And not listening, or listening too late, 
to people who have been unanimously pointed out as 
having intimate relations with the criminals? 


And arresting without reason those whom 
he should leave at liberty? 


And releasing for a mere caprice the 
prisoners who, some moments before, he hesitated 
to let go, only because another person told him 
to release the people who should not be detained? 
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And not pressing the prisoners when they 
contradicted themselves or hesitated? 


And insulting some of the modest 
representatives of the Press? 


And not bringing face to face the 
prisoners from Porto, who made so many revelations 
there, with those taken prisoner in Lisbon? 


And delaying from day to day the final 
examination by the experts, an absolute proof 
that he appears not to have been in any hurry 
for it to be carried out? 

We might go on ad infinitum with the 
list of the abnormalities of this singular 
magistrate, who is fortunately such an exception 
amongst the worthy and honoureble magistracy of 
Portugal. 


But what we have said is enough for us as 
& proof of his incapacity and as rebutting the 
vexation from which we have suffered, for anyhow, 
as regards the truth, opposed, delayed, hinderéd 
as it has been by all this disconnected and absurd 
enquiry, with this judge or without this judge, 
the truth must inevitably come out radiant, 
triumphant and redeeming. It is not the truth 
which we fear, but the serious damages which this 
unjustified delay in reaching it is causing to the 
credit of the country. 


In conclusion we will just say this. 


On the one hand there is an Institution, 
one of the most honourable,: zealously administrated 
by people of good character. This Institution 
has been the principal bulwark of Portuguese credit. 
Respected in the country and respected abroad, its 
name is & synonym for a tradition of honesty, its 
strength is a prop to the credit of the State and 
of its prestige the whole Portuguese nation is 
legitimately proud. 


On the other hand you have a police 


magistrate, acting evidently under the suggestion 
of criminals, from which he does not know how to 
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escape and mixing up disastrously all the threads 
of & tangled skein which his hands are evidently 


not fit to unravel. Let public opinion judge 
between the two. On our side &s the victims of 


the swindle - in the injured prestige of our Bank 
of Issue and in the insulted dignity of our two 
highest representatives - on our side we protest 
energetically against the disastrous confusion 
Which we see impeding the discovery of the truth, 
and we claim before the whole country that the 
guilty should be punished, be they whom they may, 
and that complete and perfect justice be done, 
whoever suffers, but with a line of separation 
clearly drawn between he who is a delinquent and 
must be punished and he who is not a delinquent 
and must not suffer such injurious vexations.

B, Y. & Co, sent one of their directors, Mr. George Foxon, to Lisbon to both 
interview the bank, and get what information he could first hand. In his 
report he tells us that immediately after his arrival Sir.William Waterlow 
was sent for and came down with Mr. Rose, now in their employ and formerly 
of the Bureau of Engraving and Printing, with photographic copies of their 
orders from which their instructions were taken to make this issue. 

It was found that the signatures on their orders had been coun- 
terfeited, It seems that a band of crooks, Knowing Waterlow furnished these 
notes, falsified orders and went to London, presenting credentials and or= 
ders for 600,000 - 500 Escudos Bank of Portugal notes, to be in every res- 
pect similar to those which Waterlow had previously furnished. 


ás an excuse for presenting the order in this manner, they state 


that the notes were intended for the colonies and were simply going to help

out lack of currency in these territories, For this reason they were to bear 
duplicate numbers, They also stated that the notes before being issued were 
going to have the name of the colony typed across its face. 

Waterlow claim to have written the bank and received confirmation, 
This confirmation also proved to be a counterfeit. It is supposed Waterlow's 
letter to the bank was intercepted. 

The notes were delivered to the parties placing the order in London 
and smuggled into Portugal; two cases of them having been taken in by the 
Venezuelan Minister, These cases were found in his home and upon being opened 
showed Waterlow's wrappings. 

Mr. Foxon tells us that Sir William Waterlow had but one interview 
with the bank, they refusing to have anything to do with him except through 
the police. 

me whole matter seems to be a huge scandal, well planned and almost 
gotten away with, It seems the crooks upon getting the notes into Portugal 
formed a bank and had branches in the various cities throughout the country. 

Ὁ In this way they were able to circulate the notes without any trouble. The 
matter was finally discovered through items appearing in one of the news- 
papers commenting on the prosperity of the new bank, Through publicity & bank 
manager discovered he had a number of duplicate numbered notes, Fe took the 
matter up with the Bank o? Portugal. 

Though there may be no doubt the entire scheme was cleverly planned 


end carried out, it would seem that Waterlow were careless in duplicating bank 


note numbers, We might mention thst this is not the first time they have done

80, having taken an order in Guatemala for bank notes from a bank we had pre- 
viously furnished and put on the notes the same numbers which we had furnished 
on a previous issue, In this case they not only were guilty of duplication 
of numbers but practically photographed our note. 

They are not only guilty of negligence but we feel we can truth- 
fully say they have proven to be unserupulous, 

We hope you may be able to use the information we give you to good 
effect.

In accordance with your request we are sending you herewith 
photographic copies of the newspaper clippings in connection with this 
affair, taken from the London newspapers, 

We must confess that the matter , as written up in the papers, 
is a bit disappointing, as you probably will agree after reading the 
various articles. However, Our Mr. Foxon ~ of B.. & Co., proceeded 
to Lisbon immediately after the news came out and we have just received 


his full report,- a gist of which we give you herewith. 
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It seems two years ago “aterlow obtained an order from the 
Bank of Portugal for both 500 Escudos and 2 1/2 Escudos notes. waterlow's 
imprint appeared on these notes. It seems a newspaper in Lisbon com 
mented on this fact, since it was generally understood the bank's notes 
were made in the country. 

With this knowledge a gang of crooks plotted to place an order 
‚with Waterlow with forged documents. What appeared to be genuine orders 
were presented to Waterlow through representatives of a bank called the 
"Banco d'Angola Netropole,"with the excuse that they were to be circulated 
in the Colony of Angola. The forged documents carried the supposed signatures 
of the Governor and Vice-Governor of the Bank and the High Commissioner of 
Angola. These documents were presented by hand and it was explained at the 
time of handling the whole matter, that it was to be treated as a state 
secret. 

It is said Yetorlow addressed a letter to the Governor of the Bank 
asking for confirmation and a forged reply, with the necessary numbering and 
signatures, was returned to them. These were absolute duplic:tes of the 
first issue prepared by Waterlow. The work was put in hand and delivery 
made in London. It is said Waterlow protested delivering the notes in 
london but were informed they were to be over-printed with the word "Angola", 
as an excuse for getting delivery. 

The notes were smuggled into Portugal in various ways. The Venezuelan 
Government's Ambassador in Lisbon was asked to take two cases into the country 


and keep them at his house until called for. With these forged notes the 


* 


bank started operations in various cities throughout Portugal. 

It seems that one of the newspapers, thinking the bank was 
entirely too prosperous for a new one, started a wiki of eriticism; 
finally a bank manager in the north of Portugal discovered that he had a 
tremendous number of 500 Escwios notes,- in some instances with duplicate 
numbers. He cammunicated this fact both to the bank and to the newspapers. 
The Bank immediately posted notices that this issue was being withdrawn from 
circulation and that they would honor such notes. There ἊΣ an immediate 
ran on the bank, 

Mr. Foxon arrived in Lisbon three days after the discovery 
and as the authorities did not know whether the notes were genuine or not 
Waterlow was wired for. Sir William waterlow went to Lisbon, taking with him 
Mr. Rose, and photographic copies of his contracts. 

In the meantime the police interrogated the Directors of the Banco 
d'Angola and were told the notes were perfectly good and had been agreed to as 
an emergency issue by the Governor and Vice-Governor of the Bank of Portugal. 
It also came out that the Venezuelan Minister had some cases of these notes in 
his home. ` Upon de ing opened it was found they were wrapped with Yaterlow's 
labels. 

Various officials of all the Banks were arrested and in many 
cases a number of them resigned. In other words, there was a general mix-up. 
It was finally shown that the signatures on the orders were false and the of- 


ficials of the Bank and Government found immune from blame. 
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Mr. Foxen was then asked to have brought down all correspondence 
of the Banks to see 1f there were any forgeries; however, everything was 
found satisfactory. He tells us that Sir William Waterlow had but one 
interview with the Bank, as they refused to see him unless the police were 
present. | 

The balance of the time he stayed in Lisbon was taken up in cm- 
vincing the police he was not involved. (Xa terlow) 

The Bank of Portugal knows quite well that it has cause for an 
action against the Waterlow fim for damages caused by the duplication of 
numbering and for negligence. Whether they will take action or not remains 
to be seen. 

From Mr. Foxon's report it would seem as though Waterlow had been 
badly tricked. However, the fact remains that they duplicated numbers and 
this would be pretty hard to explain under any circumstances. 

Trusting that all the foregoing may prove of value to you, we

However, the fact remains they printed the notes and delivered them with 
duplicate numbers and the Bank of Portugal have had to agree to cash then. Accord- 
ing to our last advices they had paid out over £350,000 Sterling. It certainly 
must give Waterlow something to think about. 

Immediately the matter was made public Mr. Foxon of BV. proceeded to 
Lisbon to obtain the faots first hand and be ready to consult with the bank, An 
extract of his report is enclosed herewith. 

We are also enclosing a photographic copy of the first page of a letter 
we have received from an export and import house їп Lisbon. This shows conclusively 
that the matter seems to be well known in Lisbon. For your own information,which 


you will understand undoubtedly, we of course cannot give any consideration to these

people in me matter of our agency. 

Counterfeiting seems to be the order of the day. You have 
probably seen in your local papers about the plot that has just been 
discovered in Budapest. It {s said that it was tne intention of this 
gang of counterfeiters to falsify 30 billion francs of the Bank of France 
notes. Many articles have been published on the subject, one of which 
we enolose. 

We have also just received,from our Paris Office,a clipping re- 
garding counterfeiting of French passports. 

The publicity given these matters should prove most helpful in 
your arguments with prospective customers to have all documents of value 
of the highest quality, regardless of their cost, 

We trust you may be able to make good use of the data we give 
you.

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Translation of an Extract from a Report by the Directors 

of the Bank of Portugal to their Shareholders at a 

Meeting held on the 24th December, 1925 in connection 
with the forged 500 Escudos Notes. 


Taking first the supposed contracts and letters as they were published, and independently 
from the expert examination of them—is not the mere perusal of these now famous documents 
sufficient to prevent any unjustified suspicions as to the persons who are supposed to have signed 
them, and at the same time, having before us these documents, let us consider also whether the 
most elementary commonsense would not lead us to ask for an explanation of the incomprehensible 
credulity which was given to them. Let us put on one side for the moment the actual respect 
which we have for the persons themselves; let us put on one side the expert examination which 
had to inevitably reveal the falsity of the signatures: it sufficed to read carefully once through 
the dossier published to come to the conclusion that the personages implicated as having signed 
the documents, aware as they are of the methods usually adopted in matters of fiduciary issues, 
could not have logically arrived at the belief that, with such documents before it, there could be 
à bank note manufacturer who would execute such an unusual order and who would proceed with 
such notable want of caution. . . . . Let us look at the dossier. 


Would the Bank of Portugal make a contract with the province of Angola for an issue of 
notes to circulate in that province without the intervention in that contract of the Banco Nacional 
Ultramarino, which has the sole privilege of making such note issues? 


Would the Bank of Portugal be likely to have a contract signed simultaneously by its 
Governor and its Vice-Governor, seeing that the latter, by the mere nature of his functions as a 
deputy, would only sign in the absence of the first, and when the Bank is only represented by its 
Governor or by its Vice-Governor, or by two Directors exercising by delegation their powers, and 
never by the Governor and Vice-Governor jointly? 


Again, the circumstance that the Vice-Governor appears in the declared quality of Director 
alters somewhat the rule above-mentioned, it being certain that never would the Governor sign 
documents with an isolated Director? 


Moreover, was it not already stated and re-stated that all correspondence on matters of 
orders for bank notes was to be invariably signed by two Directors and never by the Governor, 
even singly? 


And again, did not the firm which supplied the unauthorised notes know very well that all 
correspondence with the Bank, at the firm's own suggestion, had, since 1923, always been written 
in Portuguese, which is not the case as regards the forged correspondence? And did not this fact 
cause any astonishment or doubt on their part? 


And again, is there any letter paper of the Bank bearing the title ‘‘ Gabinete do Governador 
Particular (Office of the Governor, Private)? And the Bank's own authentic letters received 
by this same firm, did they at any time have the initials of the signatories or the employees who 
wrote them (I/C V/R appears on the forged letters), whilst on the contrary throughout its 
correspondence respecting the notes the Bank had followed the system of having the letters 
initialled by the chief of the respective services, such initialling never coinciding with the second 
initials produced? 


Again, is there any precedent for a Bank of Issue handing over to anybody the free disposal 
of notes printed with all the characteristics which permit of their being current all over the world, 
as if they were mere ordinary printed matter without any value? 


Moreover, is there any Governor of a Bank who could write to a note manufacturer that a 
contract made with no matter whom is a sufficient authority to relieve of all responsibility any 
printer, when, in the presence of this contract and without an order from the Bank, this manu- 
facturer sets about printing the official money of the country? 


And again, is it not obvious that the actual contracts presented showed one curious detail— 
that they bear two dates : on the one hand that they were made and signed on the 6th November 
1924 and on the other hand the notary testifying that the signatures had been affixed in front 
of him on the 25th of the same month of the year? 


And again, were not the repeated orders, confidential and secret as they were, such as to 
suggest the sending to see the Board of the Bank on this occasion, more than on any other, of 
the representative of the printing firm, seeing that he had been constantly backwards and forwards 
to Lisbon before, so as to personally satisfy himself of the genuineness of an order made abso- 
lutely in a way different from the usual? 


And again, what about the astounding order to duplicate the numbers of existing notes, 
which no banknote manufacturer worthy of the name should ever dream of—was not this a more 
than sufficient reason for preventing it entering into the imagination of anybody who knew the 
a.b.c. of bank note manufacture any shadow of an idea that such an order could be executed 
without the most exhaustive enquiries? 


And again, the mere statement about the surcharge to be put on the notes by the High 
Commissioner of Angola—is it a reason for supposing that such a duplication should not call 
forth suspicion, seeing that the notes leave the manufacturer without this surcharge and further 
that the notes have simultaneous circulation in Angola and in Lisbon, and in addition are date 
in Lisbon? | 


And again, after the presentation of the supposed contracts, which limit to a definite figure 
the circulation supposedly authorised, is a simple letter sufficient to put in hand a second issue 
which raises the circulation far above the said figure, without it being expected that a justifiable 
query should put a speedy end to the carrying out of the fraud? 


And again, what use do contracts serve? 


And again, could there be maintained in secret, such as is suggested in the order in ques- 
tion, an issue of notes, if they, in the end, were different from all others, seeing that in Angola 
there have not been in circulation up to the present any notes of the Bank of Portugal, and seeing 
that in Lisbon these notes are not in circulation with the announced surcharge “Angola "? And 
seeing that up to the present, as we repeat, there has not been withdrawn from the Banco Nacional 
Ultramarino its privilege of issue? 


And again, how was the redemption of the notes to be carried out, with their circulation 
in Angola and in Lisbon, with each number and serie printed on two notes absolutely similar one 
to the other? 


No! 


Never could anyone with the most elementary knowledge of the matter suppose that the 
documents presented were sufficient authority to execute an order for notes.

On every side its falsity appears as the most clumsy of mystifications. Where could one 
find a Manager of a Bank of Issue, knowing well the precautions ordinarily adopted in such 
delicate matters, who could imagine that without a shadow of hesitation, such as would be fatal 
to the carrying out of his designs, a bank note manufacturer would set about the manufacturing 
of duplicated notes, which would, moreover, have an accessory circulation in a region where the 
Institution which was making the pretended order had not the privilege of issuing notes? And 


this without saying anything about any of the other extraordinary features of the astounding 
document produced. 


It would be necessary to be entirely ignorant of the scruples ordinarily employed by the 
bank note making industry, which were, by a piece of stupendous bad luck, put absolutely on one 
side, to suppose that such an order might, in the normal course, be put into execution: as if a 
bank note manufacturer were a manufacturer of ordinary goods who would carry out, without 
any precautions, the first order which came along? 


As if a bank note manufacturer had not as the very first of his obligations, that of being 
acquainted with the legislation which regulates the paper issues of the country for which he is 
producing notes! As if a bank note manufacturer had not the strict obligation of scrupulously 
taking care to obtain a guarantee of the authenticity of his orders! As if a bank note manu- 
facturer could make, without any query, duplicated notes and notes which would circulate in 
regions where the pretended customer had notoriously no privilege of issue, nor even exclusive 
delegations! As if a bank note manufacturer had not the duty of opposing, even when the order 
might ostensibly bear all the guarantees of its authenticity, the production of a circulating medium 
which would inevitably tend to a discredit, seeing that there cannot circulate anywhere two notes 
with the same number, and seeing that a Bank can only issue notes in regions where they have 
legal currency ! 


An impression was made on many people by the details which were sent to the manufac- 
turing firm in the supposed letter from the Governor of the Bank of Portugal and respecting the 
schedule of signatures. 


In the first place this schedule of signatures never, in any one of the authentic orders given 
by the Bank, was sent as forming part of the text of the letter in which the order was given, for 
the simple reason that the Bank could not risk the possible going astray of one single missive 
containing so important and definite a secret. 


In the second place this schedule was not only a matter of knowledge to the Bank of 
Portugal. It was known to the manufacturing firm, seeing that it was a repetition of the notes 
already made. And it was a matter perfectly well known to the persons who represented this 
firm, one of whom transmitted it in his own hands from Lisbon to London as the official and 


authentic order.

Just how many notes have actually gotten out, or thetr value, or how good the 
imitation is, we do not know, since we have not seen any of them. 

We had & cable from Captain Courtney in Paris a day or two ago, in which 
he speaks of reported forgeries of Swiss, German and Serbian high value notes. 

Though we fully appreciate that so much coun terfeiting may bring about 
adverse criticism,we, in our position, cannot help but think that in the end it 
must work for good. There is no question but what most of the nations of the 
world have been very careless in this respect, and more attention and greater care 
will be given to the work in the future.

I should also confirm your telegram of January 6th.,which I find I heve not 
hitherto done, reading as follows: 


January 6th.- Refer to your telegram of 29th. December Bank of Portugal. 
Newspaper clippings received most disappointing.They make no accusations 
and hardly mention name Waterlow Sons & Co. as printers of notes. STOP. 
Facts stated as per our telegram of December 21st. without doubt true.STOP. 
Do not write for publication but arrange for items in other newspapers to be 
copied. See English newspapers Daily Mail December 11th.,12th.,16th.,17th. 
Evening Standard December 11th. Evening News December 11th.,16th. Financial 
Tews December 14th. Daily Telegraph December 16th.,17th." 


The likelihood of being able to arrange with the pavers at this end for the 
copying of information contained in English newsapers is very slight indeed, since 
few English papers are received by the local newspapers or any other individuals 
here. Among the British colony here, few receive any but The Times,outside off the 
local papers from their home towns. I have seen the Evening Standard of December 
lith.,received by the British Charge d'Affaires acting temporarily, and that number 
certainly makes no statements worth publishing here. 


I would suggest that, covld you obtain copies of papers, either English or 
Portuguese, containing the information with all its details, you might send me the 
cuttings, which I would then arrange to have reproduced in the paners here. 


As a matter of fact, the people most concerned in knowing the facts have alreagy 
been informed thereof by me. I made out a translation of the pertinent part of your 
telegram of December 21st., and showed it to all the bankers and principal govern- 
ment people here; and I wrote each one of the (ueyaquil Banks of issue, as also the 
Banco del Azuay, Cuenca, quoting the same. These letters do not appear to have been 
received,having probably been detained at this post-office by the Censor,who, under 
instructions from the previous administration, and especially by ex-llinister Dillon, 
would be likely to view with suspicion any communications addressed to the Banks. 
Dillon varticularly would be interested in concealing as far as possible all inform- 
ation unfavorable to the Enzlish firm represented by his special friends, the J.C. 
White Co. I have, however, agein written the said Banks, enclosing a copy of my 
previous letter, and have forwarded those letters by a friend who will see to it 
that they duly reach the persons for whom they are intended.

This Article, summarised briefly, relates:- 


1. That the Book-keeper of the firm of Alves 
Reis Limited has given himself up to the police. 


g. That the latest statement made by this 
notorious swindler, Alves Reis, at his examination 
by the Authorities, was that first he denies all 
the accusations made against him. 


He goes on to say that one of the clauses of 
the Contract of the 6th November 1924 stipulates the 
Quantity of motes which the Bank of Portugal authorised 
him to have printed, and when the first issue stipulated 
by that Contract was finished he was empowered to 
negotiate with the firm of Waterlow respecting a new 
issue. This megotiation was authorised by a letter of 
the Bank of Portugal, dated the 8th July 1925. That · 
in this letter the Bank authorised him to have pere 
notes with the portrait of Vasco de Gama of 1,000 
Escudos, notes which at that date were not yet in 
circulation, nor are they even in circulation today, 
&lso notes of 100 Escudos with the portrait of the 
Duque de Saldanha, photographs of which notes he 
produces and asks to be attached to his declarations 
after he has read these declarations through. 


All the documents relative to this and to 
other issues of notes, as also to the duplication, the 
difference in characteristics and the dis-similarity to 
notes of the same type which the Bank has, will be in 
due course attached to the dossier. 


He protests against the imprisonment of his 
alleged accomplices, some employees, otherspolitical 
personages, declaring that he never worked in 
conjunction with them over anything relating to the 
issue, the printing and the circulation of the notes 
of 500 Escudos which form the basis of the prosecution. 


The Article then epitomizes the cases for 
the prosecution. 


It accuses Alves Reis, Jose dos Santos 
Bendeire end Adolfo Hennies of h&ving, in the year 1924, 
formed, with Karel Marang, a Dutchman, an association 
for criminal purposes. That in February 1925 they 
drew up & written agreement for the sharing of profits 
from that agreement, which they described as "Loan to 
the Government of Angola" and which was nothing more 
nor less than the fraudulent issue of notes of the 
Bank of Portugal of 500 Escudos with the portrait of 
Vasco de Gama. 


Alves Reis forged a contract, supposed to be 
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drawn up in the Colonial Office between that Office 
and the High Commissioner of the Province of Angola, 
with the intervention of the then Finance Minister and 
the Technical Delegate of the Angola Government. He 
imitated their signatures and later got them sworn to 
by & Notary. Then, seeing that such & contract was 
not sufficient to enable him to get the printing of 
the notes done, he forged &nother contract, supposed 
to be drawn up at the same Colonial Agency, on the 
same day, which contract purported to be signed by the 
Commissioner &nd the Bank of Portugal, represented by 
its Governor and Vice-Governor, getting these forged 
signatures certified by a Notary in the same manner as 
he had done with the other contract. In the drawing 
up of these documents Santos Bandeira assisted. He it 
was who dictated them: they were typed by another 
prisoner named Ferreira. 


Now, as it was necessary to convince the firm 
who were to print the notes - Waterlow & Sons, London - 
that the issue in question was & secret one, but made in 
agreement with the Bank of Portugal and the Portuguese 
Government, Santos Bandeir&, who acted &s intermediary 
between Alves Reis and Marang for the exchange of code 
telegrams releting to this swinile, Santos Bandeira it 
was who delivered to Marang (them about to start for 
London) 8 certificate in which, in his capacity as | 
Portuguese Ambassador &t the Hague, he testified to the 
identity of Marang and of Alves Reis, guaranteeing 
that the former possessed the procuration of the 
latter, and he authenticated all this with the seals 
of the Portuguese Legation. 


Moreover, when, on the 17th December 1924, 
Waterlow & Sons decided to ask the Bank of Portugal 
for their &uthority to use for the printing of those 
notes the plates of those issued by the Bank, Marang 
contrived to convince the Manager of that concern of 
the desirability of delivering to him, Marang, the 
relative letter, addressed to the Governor of the 
Bank of Portugal, undertaking to see that it duly 
reached the Governor through Santos Bandeira, whom he 
described on that occasion as his Secretary. To 
this letter, which was never delivered to the 
Governor, Alves Reis responded in the Governor's name, 
forging for the purpose his signature, just in the 
same way &8 he forged it thereafter on other occasions 
when it was necessary to reply to the letters which 
Waterlow & Sons addressed to the Governor of the Bank 
of Portugal, through the intermediary of Marang, and 
which never reached the Governor, for they were all 
illegally opened and their contents read by the three 
principal prisoners, who, it may be added, kept them 
to themselves. | 


This is why, in the first for letter, 
dated 23rd December 1924, Alves Reis requested 
Waterlows, in the name of the Governor of the Bank, 
never to address him, the Governor, direct, but always 
through the intermediary of Marang. After this he 
forged also letters addressed in the name of the 
Governor to Waterlows on the 24th January, 20th and 
22nd July and 12th August 1925. All these forged 
letters were written on paper which Alves Reis had 


inted with the heading of the Bank of Portugal, 
ffice of the Governor. 


All these forgeries, contracts and letters, 
were done with the full knowledge of the three 
accomplices of Alves Reis above referred to. 


The two prisoners, Ferreira and Novais, were 
in the secret of the issue. They worked with Alves 
Reis in the drawing up % the schedule of signatures 
of the Directors of the Bank, which had to appear on 
the notes in question, obtaining for the purpose from 
the notes in circulation details of the respective 
` series, numbers and names of Mucin 


- Besides the direct part which the prisoners 
took in the duplication of the notes, they managed, 
by the fraudulent measures above described, to persuade 
Waterlow & Sons to do the printing of 200, 600 notes of 
500 Escudos with the portrait of Vasco de баша from 
the actual plates from which there had been previously 
printed the notes for the genuine issue of the Bank. 


As the notes were finished by Waterlows, 
Marang got them Shipped to the Hague under the 
protection of Santos Bandeira, the Portuguese Minister 
there, who supplied him for that purpose with & 
Government Courrier's passport, thus guarantee ingt that 
the mails which carried the notes would not be opened 
in the Customs. Moreover, José Santos Bandeira, 
brother of the Minister, went to receive them and on the 
documents wrote the words "Portuguese Legation". 


Following thereon, the notes were introduced 
into Portugal by the four accomplices Alves Reis, Santos 
Bendeir&, Hennies and Marang, the last-named being 
provided with a free transit passport supplied to him 
by Antonio Santos Bandeira, the Minister, who thus took 
& direct part in the introduction of the forged notes 
into Portugal and was directly implicated in the 
preparations for and the carrying out of this crime, 
Which, without his help, perhaps could not have been 
committed. 


Seeing that the fraudulent issue of the first 
200,000 notes had been crowned with success, although 
it had not been possible to put into circulation 90,000 
of them which were of series that the Bank had not had 
printed, the four accomplices decided to order and did 
order from Waterlows another 380,000 notes exactly 
Similar, except that they were of different series, 
for which purpose they made use of the letter of the 
20th July 1925, forged as mentioned above. 


Thereafter there were introduced into 
Portugal about 150,000 of these notes by the same means 
as the others and by & foreigner who, enjoying immunity, 
covered with the flag of his nation the mails in which 
the notes were conveyed. 4s these notes became 
introduced into Portugal, the criminals used them in 
the purchase of securities, bonds, merchandise and 
real estate, also in the floating of Companies and 
undertakings and in the payment of the innumerable 
debts of the chief criminal, etc. Further, they 
distributed tens of thousands amongst other prisoners 
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mentioned in the indictment. 


Here follow details of the activities in this 
direction of the various prisoners: also an exposée 
of the manner in which this bubble concern, the Banco 
do Angola e Metropole, was carried on, and is practically 
& formal indictment of each of the criminals in turn. 


Cutting from:-

LISBON, 7th August 1926. 


This cutting recounts:- 


1. The &rrest of the Secretary of Alves Reis, 
Who was accompanying him from Angola to Lisbon 
when he, Alves Reis, was arrested. 


The Secret&ry referred to is the m&n who, 
according to the "Informacao", gave himself up to 
the police. 


The article goes on to relate how the 
Solicitors of the prisoners, after perusing the 
voluminous indictment of the prosecuting side, 
unanimously asked for a postpomement of the he&ring. 


Various legal arguments on this point are 
given. 


The "Seculo", without recapitulating all 
the details of the indictment, calls attention to 
One or two salient points. 


For instance, in the indictment attention 
is drawn to the danger of the existence of this bubble 
Bank, the Banco do Angola e Metropole, which apparently 


was doing its best to absorb all the money it could 


get hold of in the country. It had already acquired 
& very paramount influence in Angola itself. It was 
already the holder of shares to the value of 
50,400 Escudos in the Angola Diamond Company. 
92,905 Shares in the Amboyn Company. 
12,068 Shares in the Trans-Continental 
African Railways. 
200 Shares in the Angola Sugar Company. 
60,300 Shares in the Sothern Angola Mining Co. 
226,500 in the Bembo Copper Mines, 
etc., without recounting the thousands of shares which 
it had so prodigally distributed amongst the various 
accomplices. 


Jose Bandeira, for instance, is said to have 
received between December 1924 and November 1925 the 
tidy little sum of 11,164,258 Escudos. During the 
same period the Bank received 12,559,639 Escudos, and 
Alves Reis himself no legs than 17,204,618 (the lion's 
share, naturally). Between March and November 1925 
the Bank had discounted Bills to the value af * 
5,065,000 Escudos. According to the report of the 
investigators, the portfolio of the Banko do Angola 
is positively scandalous, being a forgery from 
beginning to end. 


The article then goes on to give the lást 
statement made by Alves Reis under examination. 
He made reference to photographie proofs of notes of 


200 Escudos and 1,000 Escudos which he produced. 
This is the same as related by the * Informacao". 


The article goes on to remark that the 
handing over of these two notes, one of 1,000 and 
another of 100 Escudos, by Alves Reis to the examining 
counsel might have appeared something likely to throw 
& new light on the investigation. This, however, is 
apparently not so, for the investigators already knew 
that these notes were im the possession of Alves 
Reis, having been delivered to him by Marang. 


Te article then proceeds to make the matter 
more clear, saying: "The forged contracts with which 
"yarang presented himself at Waterlows to order the 
"clandestine issue of notes of 500 Escudog, referred 
"to the plates bearing the portrait of Jo&o de Deus 
(the notes with this portrait were printed and 

® engraved by B.W.& Co.). The head of the firm of 
Waterlows explained that the notes of this particular 
plate had not been printed by his firm but by & Dutch 
firm, through Waterlows’ intervention however (this 
of course is not true). He went on to say, however, 
that ung they had in their possession the plates 
of the notes of 500 Escudos with the portrait of 
Vasco de Gama, also notes of 100 Escudos with the 
portrait of the Duque de Saldanha, and of 1,000 
Escudos with that of the Viscount Seabra. 


dp Marang, with great presence of mind, 
&ppeared in no wise disconcerted, made exouses and 
allusions to "misunderstandings", amd asked that the 
models of these notes should be given to hin. 
Waterlows had no hesitation in doing so, because 
En the notes Which before printing &re sent to the Bank 
with series and signatures printed, are perforated in 
the numbering space with zeros, which makes of them 
simply specimens without any value. Marang kept 
these specimem notes and left, saying that he would 
communicate with Portugal what had been told hin, 
so that the little confusion might be cleared up. 
The rest is known to the public. Marang returned 
to Waterlows, this time with the correction that 
the notes to be issued should be those with the 
Vasco de Gama portrait. Matters thus went on till 
the fraud was discovered, and now, in a most able 
defence, Alves Reis attaches to his declaration 
the two proofs, wishing to show thus that not only 
the issue of notes of 500 Escudos but others which 
would follow it were within the knowledge and in 
, *, Agreement with the Bank. This is a still further 
Low proof of the &stuteness of the prime swindler in 
* мА. this matter. His strategem, however, did not have 
1 Wwe" ^, the effect he expected, not only because the notes 
Jar μή. bore zeros in pl&ce of numbers, but &lso because 
the investigators knew 811 about them. —— το 
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5 The investigation further revealed that the 
contracts were forged in the office of Alves Reis, 
and the schedules of signatures, etc., were made at 
his private residence. 


The article concludes with references to 
the prodigal expenditure of the swißälers and the 
report that the Authorities are doing their best 
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^ to bring the trisl off as early as possible, in 
spite of the vast volume of work which is entailed 
by the investigation.

THE ANGOLA & METROPOLE CASE 
The Bookkeeper, Roquete, Voluntarily 
Surrendered himself for imprisonment 
Yesterday afternoon, Manuel da Silva Roquete, bookkeeper for 
the firm of Alves Reis, Limited, and chief accountant of the Bank of An- 
Ф gola & Metropole, who, as we advised, was admitted to bail which was fix- 
ed at 500 contos, voluntarily surrendered himself for imprisonment. 

Until two nights ago Manuel da Silva Roquete was unaware that 
he was incriminated in the suit. 

Yesterday morning he visited the office of his lawyer whom he 
consulted, Counseled by him to give himself up, Roquete left for the 
Bank of Angola & Metropole building, presenting himself to the clerk of 
the court, Sr, Anibal Machado, who drew up minutes of the act and noti- 
fied him of the decision of the court. 

As the prisoner did not petition for a bond, he was taken yes- 
terday afternoon, after he had been questioned by Dr. Francisco Menano, 
to the Penitentiary where he was confined. 

The Lawyers for the Accused Request the 
Government to Commence the Period of 5 Days, 
Within Which to Appeal, at the Earliest as from 

Yesterday» the lawyers in charge of the defense of those implicat- 
ed in the Bank of Angola & Metropole affair commenced their perusal and 
study of the case. 

Shortly after 11 o'clock the principal lawyers for the defense ar- 


rived at the bank's building where, for this case, Sr. Anibal Machado, clerk 


of the court, has set up office on the second floor, This official immedi- 
ately placed at the disposition of the lawyers the 59 volumes covering the 
suit. In the meantime, at about midday when all the lawyers for the defense 
were present, they realized that the period of five days granted for appeal- 
ing would not permit even a hasty perusal of the papers in the case and on 
that account they decided to call on the Minister of Justice and request an 
extension of time. 

A committee, composed of Drs, Jog p Eloy, Ferreira Borges, Coelho 
de Carvalho, Gomes Mota, Leopoldo Vale and Colares Pereira, was received by 
Dr. Manuel Rodrigues, to whom the situation was explained and request made 

E to have the time limit of five days commence at the earliest from the termi- 
nation of the recess of the court, 

The Minister replied that he would consult Dr. Francisco Menano 
and the Supreme Judiciary Council, and that he would decide to-day. 

" Precisely yesterday Dr, Francisco Menano called on Dr. Manuel 
Rodrigues whom he advised that there was nothing inconvenient in the post- 
ponement requested, in fact quite the reverse. 

The Supreme Judiciary Council was in session to-day at 11 o'clock 
to render its opinion on the petition referred to. In case it decides 
favorably, the decision will be drawn up and signed to-day so that the 


proper decree be published in the Diario do Governo. 


The Defense Has No Concerted Plan 
Dr. Coelho de Carvalho, lawyer for Pinto de Lima, interviewed re- 
garding the course he intends to pursue in the defense of his client, told us: 
"There is not, nor can there be, a concerted line of defense. My 
"client's position in the suit is very different from that of most of ihe 
“others. Although it is only seven days since I was invited to be his advo- 


"cate, and without having had time to study the case properly, it is my firm 


"conviction that, if the accusation against him is not annulled, he will in- 


"evitably be absolved," 
And after & moment's pause, Dr, Coelho de Carvaldo continued: 
"Partisan as I am of a sweeping revision of the criminal code, I 
"concur, and I would be highly pleased, that they be seasoned jurists who 
"will decide this case because, if the worthy and honored judiciary of Por- 
"iugal does not absolve criminals, neither does it condemn without proof. 


"Those are tho judges that I, as lawyer for Pinto de Lima, desire." 


The Last Deposition of Alves Reis 
Alves Reis, the rather uncommon criminal, around whom revolves 
the entire action of this formidable scandal, continues to arouse public 
curiosity. At this moment all attention is concentrated on him. Solely 
on that account "A Informagao" reproduces his last deposition in its en- 
tirety, as follows, even though long extracts from it have already been 
published, 
"On being questioned with regard to the crime he replied that he

"even now - and also of 100 escudos, Marechal Duque de Seldanha vignette, 
"the photographs of which were exhibited and which the judge ordered attached 
"io the papers in the suit after they had been read by the defendant. 
"All the documents relative to this or other issues, as also to 
"the duplicated issue, and the difference in style and sizes of notes of the 
"same value and plates which the Bank holds - I mean rather, description of 
“the new type of notes and the plates which the Bank has in circulation will | 
"be attached to the papers in the suit at the proper time. 
"That he protests vigorously against the detention of all the in- 
“dividuals actually prisoners as a result of this suit, for the prisoners - 
"Francisco Augusto Ferreira Junior, Ahrens Noveis, Pedro Paulo de Melo, Adri- 
"ano Silva, Moura Coutinho, Francisco Trinidade Baptista, Avelino Augusto 
"Teixeira, Oscar Zenha,- merely complied with orders end instructions, being 
“absolutely ignorant of any facts claimed in the investigation as criminal, 
"Those, whom the defendant designates as political prisoners - Drs, Nuno 
“Simões, Carlos Pereira, Carneiro Franco, Pinto de Lima and Antonio Carlos 
“dos Santos Bandeira - were absolutely unaware of any responsibilities 
“claimed as criminal in the suit, because the defendant never treated with 
“them in any matter whatever concerning the emission, printing and circulet- 
“ing of the 500 escudo Vasco da Gama notes, chapa 2. 
"With regard to the prisoners, Gabriel and Alfredo Pinto da Cunha, 
“the defendant is extremely surprised at their detention, because they had 
“various transactions in 500 escudo notes with him, the defendant, in their 
“profession as bankers in Porto, when all the banking men and houses in Lis- 
“bon, Porto and Braga did business with him, the defendant, as is proved by 
“the respective deposit books and letters which should be with the papers in 


“this suit. The defendant is not aware that similar steps have been taken 
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with regard to the managers of the other banking houses who, in the de- 


"fendant's opinion, are in the very same position, though this does not 
"mean thet the defendant claims any preventive meaures against those 
"houses with the exception of the Bank of Portugal which, in addition to a 
"contract to emit, print and circulate notes, had with him, the defendant, 
“other transactions exclusively of a banking nature as he will prove in due 
"time, 
"He especially signalled out Dr, Pacheco de Amorim whom he held 
"as being highly above the unte roti honors (sic) of the men of the Bank 
of Portugal end who was in absolute ignorance of any affair or transaction 
@ "whatsoever which, redii or indirectly, might be linked with the printing 
"and circulating of the 500 escudo Vasco da Gama notes, chapa 2, He con- 
“sidered the imprisonment and conviction of this gentleman, if it should be 
. "pronounced, as a most flagrant injustice. And more he would not answer, 
"Urged to tell the truth, he replied that the truth was what he had just 
"stated." 
The Bill of Complaint 
Presented by the Ministry 
For a better understanding of the contents of the accusation we 
have taken the following excerpts from the bill of complaint made in the 
suit by Dr, Jeronimo de Souza, Delegate of the Attorney General of the Re- 
public in the 4th Criminal Court, 
"It will be seen from the documents in the allegation that the ac- 
"cused, Artur Virgilio Alves Reis, José dos Santos Bandeira and Adolfo Hen- 
"nies, described on such and such folios, associated themselves with the 
"Dutch subject, Karel Marang ven Isselvere, for criminal purposes. Later,

How the Emission was Prepared 


"As a public instrument for this emission of notes, there was 
"falsified by Artur Virgilio Alves Reis the contract spread out on folios 
"816 to 823, set forth as celebratod in the Agency General of the Colonies 
"on the 6th of November, 1924, and supposedly made between the accused and 
“the High Commissioner of Angola - Francisco da Cunha Rego Chaves - with the 
“intervention, equally fictitious, of the Minister of Finance at that time - 
"Dr. Daniel Rodrigues - and of the technical representative of the Government 
“of Angola - Delfim Costa - whose signatures he forged after he had the No- 
“tary public certify to his, the accused's, signature. He then forged this 
“certification with the addition of the legal seal (s.s.) in a manner to in- 
"clude the forged signatures also. 

“Thus he obtained, entirely forged, a contract with the legal force 
“of a public document. 

"In view of the incompleteness of that contract for the purpose of 
“getting those printed, the same accused, Artur Virgilio Alves Reis, proceeded 
"to forge the contract spread out on folios 830 to 833, also holding it out as 
"having been made in the Agency General of the Colonies on the 6th of Novem- 
“ber, 1924, causing to figure therein as principals the same High Commissioner 
" and the Bank of Portugal - the latter represented by its governor - Inocen- 
“cio Camacho Rodrigues - and its vice-governor - Joao da Mota Gomes Junior - 
"likewise with the fraudulent intervention of Delfim Costa, after the same ac- 
“cused had forged the respective signatures and the certification which is 
"found below the former, in the same manner in which the previous contract 
“had been done. 

"This document, entirely forged, also had the same force as that of 
"a public document. 


The Intervention of 
Antonio Bandeira in the Case 


“Artur Virgilio Alves Reis was assisted in that forgery of docu- 


"ments by the accused, José dos Santos Bandeira, who it was that helped in 


“dictating such contracts at the time when they were typewritten, and by the 
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"accused, Francisco Augusto Ferreira Junior, who typewrote them. 
"And as it was necessary to convince the note printing firm - 

"Waterlow & Sons, Ltd., London - that the mentioned emission was secret 
"but was being made in agreement with the Bank of Portugal and the Portu- 
"guese Government, the accused, Antonio dos Santos Bandeira, who acted as 
“intermediary between Artur Virgilio Alves Reis and Marang for the ex- 
"change of telegrams in cipher relating to that crime, passed and deliver- 
"ed to Marang, before the latter's departure for London, a certificate in 
“which he, in his capacity as Minister Plenipotentiary of Portugal at the 
“Hague, vouched for his identity and that of Artur Virgilio Alves Reis, 
"guaranteeing that the former carried powers of attorney from the latter, 

e "and authenticating all this with the seals of the Portuguese Legation. 

“Aside from that, when Waterlow & Sons, Ltd., decided on December 

"17th, 1924, to request the Bank of Portugal for permission to use the 
“plates of the notes issued by said bank in the printing of these other 
“notes, Marang succeeded in convincing the manager of that firm of the ad- 
“vantage there was in turning over to him the respective letter addressed 
“to the governor of the Bank of Portugal, promising to have it delivered 
“into the latter's hands by the man now accused, José dos Santos Bandeira, 

@ "who was held out on this occasion in the capacity of his secretary. 


The Forgery of the Signatures of the Governor and 
Vice-Governor of the Bank of Portugal 


"This letter, which was never delivered to its addressee, was an- 
"swered by Artur Virgilio Alves Reis in the former's name, falsifying there- 
"for the respective signature, as he did subsequently everytime it was ne- 
"cessary to reply to the letters which Waterlow & Sons addressed to the 
"governor of the Bank of Portugal through the agency of Marang and which 


"never reached their destination, All of them were maliciously 'opened, 
"stolen end diverted', I mean, 'opened' and diverted by Artur Virgilio 


"Alves Reis and Bosé dos Santos Bandeira, besides Marang, acquainting them- 
"selves with the secrets of those letters but without disclosing them. 


"It was with that end in view that in the first forged letter 
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"dated December 23rd, 1924, Artur Virgilio Alves Reis requested Waterlow & 
"Sons, Ltd. in the name of the governor of the Bank of Portugal that they 
“should never address him, the governor, direct but through Marang. 

"After that, he also forged the letters addressed in the mme of 
"said governor to Waterlow & Sons, Ltd., under dates of January 24ih, July 
"20th and 22nd and August 12th of 1925, and those to Marang & Collignon un- 
"der dates of January 7th, 14th and 16th of the same year, | 

"All ihe letters thus forged were written on paper which the ac- 
"cused, Artur Virgilio Alves Reis, had printed as of the Bank of Portugal, 
"Office of the Governor. | 

"These forgeries of contracts and letters were made with the full 
"knowledge of Alves Reis' three partners, mentioned above, as all of them had 
"made use of those contracts and some of the letters through the aid of the 
"accused, Antonio dos Santos Bandeira, who directly contributed to facilitate 
"such use. Without that aid they would not have been able to do so under the 
“circumstances. 

“The accused, Francisco Augusto Ferreira Junior and Antonio Ahrens 
“Novais, were participants in the secret to issue notes and collaborated with 
“Artur Virgilio Alves Reis in getting up the list of directors of the Bank of 
“Portugal needed for the printing of these notes, For this purpose they took 
“memoranda of the respective series, numbers and names of the directors from 
“the notes in circulation. 

“Aside from their direct participation in committing the crime of 
“counterfeiting notes, the accused, Artur Virgilio Alves Reis, José dos San- 
“tos Bandeira, Francisco Augusto Ferreira Junior and Antonio Ahrens Novais, 
“through the fraudulent and direct means mentioned above, succeeded ún getting 
"Waterlow & Sons, Ltd, to decide to print 200,000 notes of 500 escudos, chapa 
"2, with the portrait of Vasco da Gama, from the same plates from which had 


“been printed the legal issues of the Bank of Portugal. 


"In addition to this the last two of the accused mentioned above 
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"aided directly án facilitating and preparing the execution of the crime of 
“counterfeiting those notes. Under the circumstances that same crime would 
"not have been committed without that aid. 

"As delivered of the notes were made at the plant of Waterlow & 
"Sons, Ltd., Karel Marang had them shipped to the Hague under the protection 
"of Antonio dos Santos Bandeira, Minister Plenipotentiary of Portugal, who 


"for that purpose furnished him with a diplomatic mail service license and 


"thereby guaranteed that the bags with the notes would not be opened in the 


"customs house, So true is that the accused, José dos Santos Bandeira, 
“brother of the Minister, went there to await them, and that the respective 
"tags carried the legend, 'Legação de Portugal’. 


How the Notes Were Introduced into Portugal 


"Those notes were immediately introduced into Portugal by the four 
"partners, A. V. Alves Reis, José dos Santos Bandeira, Adolfo Hennies and 
"Marang, the last named carrying a certificate of ‘free transit’ which was 
“supplied him by Antonio dos Santos Bandeira who thereby took a direct part 
“in the introduction of counterfeit notes into Portugal. He contributed di- 
“rectly to prepare and facilitate that crime which, under the circumstances, 
“would not have been committed. 

& "Justino de Moura Coutinho took a direct part in this crime. 

"And as the counterfeit issue of the first 200 thousand notes was 
"crowned with great success, in spite of the inability to place 90 ihousand 
"of those notes in circulation because they were of a series which the Bank 
"of Portugal had not ordered printed, Baas four partners decided to order, 
"as they did order, 380 thousand more notes from Waterlow & Sons, Ltd., but 
"of different series, employing for that purpose the letter of July 20th, 
"1925, forged as has been stated, 

"There were afterwards introduced into Portugal about 150 thousand 


"of those notes in the same manner that the first had been and through a 


“foreigner who, enjoying privileges of immunity, covered the bags, in which 
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“those notes were being carried, with the flag of his country. 


"In proportion as the notes were being placed in Portugal, the ac- 


"cused, Artur Virgilio Alves Reis and José dos Santos Bandeira, for their 


"own account and as representatives of Adolfo Hennies and Marang, employed 
“them for the purchase of bills of exchange, bonds, merchandise and real es- 
"tato, for the promoting and financing of companies and projects, in the 
"payment of innumerable debts of the first mentioned of these accused, etc., 


"etc. 
"Furthermore, tens of thousands of them were distributed by the 


"following accused as set forth in the papers in the suit: Francisco Augusto 
"Ferreira Junior, Antonio Ahrens Novais, Adriano Augusto da Costa e Silva, 
"Justino de Moura Coutinho, Pedro Paulo de Melo, Francisco Augusto Trini- 
"dade Baptista, Alfredo Pinto da Cunha, Gabriel Pinto da Cunha, Oscar Zenha 
"and Diogo Pacheco de Amorim. 
Passing the Counterfeit Notes 
“All the latter of these accused, in conjunction with the former, 
"passed them, either by purchasing checks in national currency or foreign, 
"or depositing them in banking houses, or buying real estate, acts of whose 
"criminal origin they had absolute knowledge to such extent that; 
& "Francisco Augusto Ferreira Junior assisted in the counterfeiting 
"and was aware of the secret of the telegrams sent in connection with it; 
“antonio Ahrens Novais, in addition to aiding in the counterfeiting, went to 
“the Hague as Artur Virgilio Alves Reis' representative to make a joint 
"count with Hennies, Josó Bandeira and Marang in the office of the last 
"named of tens of thousands of those notes which were piled up in & cabinet. 
"As soon as the campaign against the Bank of Angola & Metropole started in 
"ihe newspapers, Adriano À, da Costa e Silva, spontaneously and of his own 
"accord, burnt some thousands of these notes and the counterfeit letter- 
"heads of the Bank of Portugal; Justino de M. Coutinho helped to open the 


"bags in which the notes arrived from abroad and to distribute the notes 


"for the purpose of passing them; the Pinto da Cunha brothers had their 
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"commercial records concealed to efface all traces of the 40,000 contos " 
"which were passed there, Diogo Pacheco de Amorim, as president of the 
"Board of Administration of the Bank of Angola & Metropole, and adminis- 
“trator of the same branch in Oporto, was in the secret of the shady trans- 
“actions of that bank; the rest made deposits of thousands of contos in 
“their individual names and transferred them after the lapse of a day or 
“two from one bank to another at very heavy expense and receiving gratuities 
"of tens and hundreds of contos. 
"Aside from that, it is lawful to conclude that, through their in- 
“timacy with one another and from many other acts which they committed, they 
"all knew that not only in *Alves Reis, Ltd.,* forerunner of the Bank of An- 
e "gola & Metropole but also in said bank and in its branch in Oporto there 
"was in cash much more money (new 500 escudo notes) then the books recorded. 
"As for the accused, Avelino Augusto Teixeira, also described in 
"ihe papers in the suit, he passed many thousands of those counterfeit notes 
"in a manner which well reveals his criminal intentions, although without 
"agreement with the counterfeiters. 
"Those already referred to, Artur V. Alves Reis and Frencisco Au- 
“gusto Ferreira Junior and the bookkepper of the firm of Alves Reis, Ltd., 
9 "Manuel da Silva Roquette, described on certain folios, falsified the com- 
“mercial records of that firm so that they showed fictitious receipts and 
“disbursements, being untruthful in the statements in the entries, altering 
“the real dates, making insertions and changes which altered the meaning and 
“value of those same records. 
“All this was done to render part of the proofs of the counterfeit- | 
"ing of the 500$00 notes useless and for the purpose of lessening the pun- 
"ishment of the authors of that crime. 
"The accused, Maria Luiza Jabobetty de Azevedo Alves Reis, not only 
"helped the others accused to profit by the counterfeit notes but she her- 


"self also greatly profited by the passing of those notes, purchasing clothes 
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"costing more than twenty contos, a coat for hundreds of contos, and = 
"jewelry to the value of thousands of contos, knowing the criminal origin 
"of that money when she acquired it, and concealing her very expensive jewels 
"when she knew that the police were endeavoring to seize the assets which 
"might have connection with the crimes which are mentioned in these papers. 
"The accused, Joaquim Pinto de Lima, described in thése papers, also | 
"aided the others accused to profit by the conterfeit notes, and he himself 
"profitád by the money coming from that source, receiving 72 contos from Artur I 
"Virgilio Alves Reis in payment of his debts, in addition to the salary due 
"him as administrator of the Bank of Angola & Metropole, being aware of the 
"criminal origin of that money, especially as the profuse liberality of Alves 
"Reis did not hermonize with his bankrupt state of two months before, 
"Furthermore, the accused, Artur Virgilio Alves Reis, Adolfo Hennies, 
"José dos Santos Bandeira, Francisco Augusto Ferreira Junior and Antonio 
"Ahrens Novais, founded the Bank of Angola & Metropole in the knowledge that 
"iis capital was fictitious, and they defrauded, through that Bank as inter- 


"mediary, to the extent of thousands of contos various individuals with whom 


"they entered into contracts, putting forth the fraudulent trick that its 
"capital was foreign in order to persuade them of the existence of properties 
“and supposed credit, This they did to induce people to hand over money to 
“them which was actually done, aside from others, by Gomes & Irmao,Ltda, José 
"Marques Dias, José de Azevedo Gomes, Bernardino Alves Correia, Fernando Edu- 
"ardo Simoes and Antonio de Almeida e Costa, who are defrauded in the amounts 
“of 75 contos, 6 contos, 3.940$63, 1 conto, 475$00 and 100$00, respectively. 
"The accused, Artur Virgilio Alves Reis, further committed the fol- 

“lowing crimes: 

"a), made use in the Ministry of the Colonies of a diploma, completely 
“forged, which conferred on him the title of engineer, and in which was at- 


"tested a false statement as true, he himself having written out the copy 


“which served for the public uses of that diploma which had the force of a 
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"legal instrument and which could cause losses to third persons or the 
"State; 
"b), performed acts inherent in the profession of engineer, taking unto 
“himself this character without legal right thereto; 
"c), perpetrated an entirely forged receipt for one hundred contos as from 
"Joao Motta Gomes Junior whose signature he tried to imitate; 
"d), made in writing to the public authorities a slanderous communication 
"and denunciation, signed by himself, against Inocencio Camacho Rodrigues end 
"Joao Motta Gomes Junior. 
"The same aBcused, Artur Virgilio Alves Reis, jointly with the ac- 
“cused, José dos Santos Bandeira, bribed with presents and gifts the accused, 
$ "Antonio dos Santos Bandeira and Drs. Nuno Simoes, Ernesto Carneiro Franco 
"and Carlos Candido Pereira, soliciting and attempting to obtain by bribery 
"the desired result of their illegal pretensions. 
. "So it is that: 
»Ist: the accused, Antonio Carlos dos Santos Bandeira, when Minister 
“Plenipotentiary of Portugal at the Hague, received two automobiles and 
"some thousands of pounds sterling for handing over to Marang the certifi- 
"cate and the diplomas for facilitating the manufacture and unrestricted 
o “transit of the counterfeit notes, as has been stated, all of which was un- 
"lawful and was carried out. 
"2nd: ihe accused, Dr. Nuno Simoes, described in the papers in the suit, 
"received, while a national deputy, 1,500 shares of the Empreza Mineira do 
"Sul de Angola (Mining Company of South Angola). For 1,400 of these shares 
"he received in March of 1925 the sum of 140 contos from persons, who had 
"pretended claims resting on the exercise of his public functions, to prac- 
“tice, as he did practice, unlawful acts contrary to his duties, which were: 
"assistance rendered for founding the Bank of Angola & Metropole with capi- 


"tal whose origin was more then suspected; defending the interests of a Bank 


"before the Chief Executive; insistence with the Minister of Finance, Dr.

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"Torres Garcia, that he appoint to the office of inspector of banking in- 


“stitutions the administrator of that bank - Joaquim Pinto de Lima; the in- 
“fluence he employed in a thousand and one ways, now as deputy, nov as а 
“cabinet minister, in defending the illegitimate interests of Artur Virgilio 
"Alves Reis and Bosó dos Santos Bandeira. 

"3rd: the accused, Dr. Ernesto Carneiro Franco, described in the papers 
“in the suit, received while national deputy, the amount of his expenses while 
“travelling in Holland in May of 1925 and in Africa in October of the same 
“year, for practicing, as he did practice, illegal acts opposed to his duties 
“as deputy and as Admihistrator-Delegate of the Government assigned to the Em- 


“preza Mineira do Sul de Angola, which were: 
"-Signing the petition, addressed to the office of the Inspector of Bank- 


“ing Institutions, to obtain a permit to export 200,000 pounds sterling in 
"favor of Artur Virgilio Alves Reis and his partners. He took advantage of 
“his position as Administrator-Delegate for convincing of the need to pay 
“abroad for machinery to be shipped to that Company, and this he did on ar- | 
"riving from Loanda and on verifying that the capital for that Company came 
"from there; 

"- The assistance rendered the Bank of Angola & Metropole before the
